Corps of Engineers says ‘Yes’

GRANITE CITY — A{spokesman for the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers said Friday that Metro 
East Sanitary District voters can have confidence 
in the way funds are used for renovation of flood- 
gates, pumping stations afd drainage ditches 
over the next five years. 

Taxpayers are being asked to vote on a flood 

rotection question in balloting Tuesday here and 

the Cahokia and East St. Louis areas 

Improvements totaling $31 million are proposed, 
mostly financed by the federal government. 

Rehabilitation of MESD facilities is to be car- 
ried out by the Engineer Corps to protect people 
and their Property rom the river, surface runoff 
and groundwater. 

More than three-fourths of the costs would be 
borne by the federal and state governments if 
voters approve the local share. The 21.68-cent 








general MESD tax rate would rise to 47.8 cents 
for five years and then drop to 31.2 cents on each 
$100 of assessed value in subsequent years. 

Among a number of other groups, the Southern 
Illinois Builders Association said. Friday that it is 
strongly backing the project. 

“The failure of this referendum would be a 
dramatic setback to economic development in 
Metro East,"’ said Bruce Holland, president of 
SIBA. 

Holland warned that defeat would result in 
severe restrictions on federal home and building 
loans and drastic increases in flood insurance 
ratés. 

“This entire region, from the Mississippi River 
east to Illinois 157, could end up ‘dead in the 
water,’ ’’ Holland said. 

Opponents have asked whether the MESD 
might revert to practices of its predecessor, the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary District, including 
patronage hiring. Public affairs officer Clyde 
Wilkes emphasized that the Engineer Corps 
would be the contracting authority for all rehabil- 
itation work. 

Only after the project is completed would the 
Corps step out of the picture, to a degree, with 
the MESD then undertaking maintenance respon

Bieniecki, a retired engineer and former spe- 
cial assistant for economic development to May- 
or Von Dee Cruse, said he is concerned with the 
way the Metro East Sanitary District has been 
operated in the past and is against raising taxes 
to help it in its present form.

A gate at the East St. Louis pump station 
failed in October 1986, flooding more than 44 
acres in East St. Louis and Sauget and forcing 
more than 1,000 people from their homes. 

Investigation later showed the gate had corrod- 
ed badly and been pushed through by the force of 
the water. The MESD had been warned that the 
gate in need of repair prior to the flood 

Bieniecki said that, while he didn't have the 
specifications of the gate, it must have had a 
high safety factor 

“‘Any corrosion that severe had to be very visi- 
ble,"’ Bieniecki said. ‘Not being able to prevent 
the failure could only have been the result of 
total neglect

Kling reviews from principals 
and teachers. 

“They were just wonderful,”

DARE is normally a 17-week 
program but the first round of 
schools will have only 14 weeks 
The school term ends June 6. 

While the first run of the pro- 
gram may be shorter, Brinkhoff 
said the children will still get the 
full benefit. 

“They’ve been getting two les- 
sons for the first week so they’re 
already one lesson up,” Brink- 
hoff said. DARE lessons which 
normally last 45 minutes have 
also been lengthened to one hour 
to help with the catching up. 

L. Monroe Worthen, school 
treasurer and DARE committee 
member, said that the only thing 
missing is money 

“We're going on to the next 
phase of the project — fund-rais- 
ing,’’ Worthen said. 

The school board and the city 
council signed a DARE agree- 
ment last month dividing thé 
cost of the officer’s salary and 
benefits.

Shaken by.the fatal accident, 
District. 9 officials said they are 
hoping that IDOT will take 
notice. 

‘Following this accident I 
hope maybe they (IDOT) will 
see that it’s not just a matter of 
immature students who don’t 
push the button,”’ Walmsley said 
at Tuesday. night’s school board 
meeting. “I now want them to 
consider putting a decent-looking 
4foot high fence in front of Coo- 
lidge (Junior High) and the high 
school.’’ Walmsley said his 
intention-would be for EDOT to 
fund the fence. 


Walmsley said he realized that 
with a 4-foot fencé there would 
still be students who would jump 
over it. 


“There are some who will but 
it will be with enough difficulty 
to discourage others,”’ Walmsley

He said the 4-foot height would 
be high enough to discourage the 
students but low enough to not 
detract from the looks of the 
grounds.
